United States is surveying for­ 
eign governments which have 
joined in the Vietnamese peace 
offensive to see what, if any­ 
thing, they have heard from 
North Viet Nam and whether 
they expect a response. 
The survey is being made this 
week in preparation for an as­ 
sessment by President Johnson 
and his top advisers of the re­ 
sultant prospects of the world­ 
wide diplomatic

three weeks ago. 


Key Issue 
A key issue in the policy re­ 
view will be whether and when 
the United States should resume 
bombing North Viet Nam. 


On this question it is under­ 
stood that opinion among the 
President’s advisers is divided, 
with

cating an early return to air 
strikes against targets in the 
North and some civilian author­ 
ities favoring indefinite contin­ 


uation of the pause in the bomb­ 
ing. 


The policy review presumably 
will be held next week, barring 
some radical change in the sit­ 
uation. By that time the results 
of the survey should all be in. 
The truce in fighting which is 
scheduled for the Vietnamese 
lunar 
New 
Year 
holiday — 
Thursday through Sunday, Sai­ 
gon time — will also be over. It 
should then be quickly known 
whether the Communists 
are 
prepared to respond to Presi­ 


dent Johnson’s recent call for a 
reduction in hostilities or wheth­ 
er they will follow the holiday 
lull with widespread offensive 
operations in South Viet Nam. 


The White House said today the 
question of possible resumption of 
bombings of North Viet Nam “ is 
a matter for continual review and 
assessment.”

‘God Sav e Us’ 
From LBJ Rescue 


Bv HENRY J . TAYLOR 
President J ohnson’s State of the Union Message couldn't hav e 
been more inflationary if he had deliv ered it on a keg of dy namite. 
Is it conceiv able that Mr. J ohnson does not understand the immense 
forces at work? What kind of management is this any way ? 
House Majority Leader Carl Albert <D., Okla.), in the best 
tones of a political hack, say s “ the domestic program will mov e 
America forward.” Does it mov e America forward 
to send the American dollar down the drain? 
Mr. J ohnson sounds as if he’s in charge, and 
apparently he Is In charge — of the spending. But 
he’s certainly not In charge of the brains and 
fears of the world. And right smack in the middle 
of mu* gold crisis and the worries of millions about 
the American dollar he unflex es his basso pro- 
fundo and offers a beautiful recipe for panic. 
In one breath the President warns that “ we 
tannot know what the future will require” in our 
ghastly Southeast Asia war, either its length nr the v ast potential 
dimensions. Then he say s guns and butter a the top of his political 
v oice as if this were not ex actly what our declared enemies want 
to hear in their own program to destroy us. 
Nearly ev ery body would count most of the butter on Mr. J ohn­ 
son's list as desirable. But desirableness isn’t the question. The 
question is the difference between good and bad management. 
The whole political pitch and its pie-crust logic utterly lacked 
what Lord Fisher called “ the outward form and inward meaning of 
great occasions.” When Mr. J ohnson stated “ we cannot know what 
the future will require,” this was his great chance and he fluffed 
it completely . 
He worse than fluffed it. He buried the opportunity . He so com­ 
mitted himself to his own noise about 
a bottomless barrel that he 
faces us with this as long as he remains in the White House. He 
has set us doing a clog dance on a mine field. 
The moment had come when with honor and dedication the 
President could hav e said that he had offered the great costs and 
ex pansions of the Great Society in complete sincerity . He could 
properly point to his unparalleled legislativ e achiev ements to prov e 
this point. But in the order of ev ents a great nation must recognize 
priorities, and until we hav e nearly met the unknown demands of 
a war that may end up as a war for our surv iv al his duty demands 
postponements. 
Abandonment? Not necessarily . Postponements, positiv ely . Can 
y ou imagine this hurting the morale of our men in Viet Nam. which 
should be the only morale that counts right now? Or the morale of 
any good American citizens here at home, either? 
We’v e ov ergushed with palav er about wage-price “ guidlines” 
and Mr. J ohnson sits like some Indian chief pondering the omens. 
Then we see what fails to happen when politically powerful unions 
strike n r in other way s break the lines like a matchstick. 
We see Mr. J ohnson, who otherwise seems to get into ev ery ­ 
thing, nobly detach himself from the awful, illegal New York tran­ 
sit strike, too busy in the public interest all ov er the world to get 
inv olv ed on the side of eight million defenseless sufferers in the 
nation's largest city . No prize for guessing why . 
You can bet that had a company staged this battering illegality , 
federal fines (somehow contriv ed) and chastisements by the J ustice 
Department and Internal Rev enue Serv ice would hav e hit the com­ 
pany — and the headlines — instantly . 
“ I am quite disturbed that essential serv ices could be paraly zed 
as long and by the cost of the settlement . . . which v iolates our 
price guidlines,” was all the public got out of Mr. J ohnson. 
The state of our Union is a state of double talk. The peril to 
our Union is that the weapon Russia and Red China want most is 
a bankrupt or ov erex tended America. Good management cannot 
rescue ev ery thing. But bad management can ruin any thing. And if 
toe kind of management we heard J an. 12 is to rescue the United 
States, God help us all.

WASHINGTON — Congressional 
patience has worn thin ov er the 
Administration’s month-long peace 
offensiv e. Influential lawmakers 
believ e the United States must 
resume attacks against North Viet 
Nam. 
“I thin k a

en ou gh,” say s Richard Ru ssell 
(D.-Ga.), powerfu l chairman of 
the Sen ate Armed Serv ices Com­ 
mittee. “I wou ldn ’t wan t to be 
the n ex t n av al pilot to fly ov er 
on e of those SAM sites.” 
The Georgia Democrat was re­ 
ferrin g to the Sov iet-su pplied su r­ 
face-to-air missiles that n ow su r­ 
rou n d the military an d in du strial 
cen ters in the North. 
Ru ssell’s position is echoed by 
L. Men del Riv ers (D.-S.C.), chair­ 
man of the Hou se Armed Serv ices 
Committee. “I don ’t see an y rea­ 
son to con tin u e giv in g the en emy 
this respite,” he say s. “They ’re 
n ot en titled to this holiday .” 
Both Riv ers an d Ru ssell are 
priv y to con fiden tial in telligen ce 
reports that show the North Viet­ 
n amese hav e capitalized on the 
bombin g lu ll of the past mon th. 
The en emy , it is kn own , is bu sy 
stren gthen in g an ti - aircraft de­ 
fen ses in the North, mov in g arms 
an d ammu n ition in to the Sou th 
an d giv in g its battle-weary forces 
a badly n eeded rest. 
Bu t more than a resu mption of 
bombin g raids is n ecessary , ac­ 
cordin g to Riv ers an d Ru ssell.

United States in Viet Nam be­ 
cause of what happened in Laos. 
Your country made a commit­ 
ment there and did not keep it. 
Now the United States cannot 
settle for any thing less than the 
independence of South Viet Nam.”

The former v ice president say s 
the United States must insist on 
three minimum pre-conditions to 
any peace talk with the North 
Vietnamese: 


1. North Viet Nam mu st cease 
its aggression in the Sou th. 


2. Sou th Viet Nam’s in depen d­ 
en ce an d freedom from Commu ­ 
n ist con trol mu st be gu aran teed. 
3. There mu st be n o reward for 
the aggressors. 
Nix on believ es the Un ited States 
mu st n egotiate on ly from 
a po­ 
sition of stren gth an d on ly with 
the North Vietn amese 
gov ern ­ 
men t. The dan ger, he feels, is 
n ot of military defeat on the 
battlefield bu t of diplomatic de­ 
feat at the con feren ce table.

Parents or guardians respond­ 
ing to the needs of those mi the 
waiting list said the. most im­ 
portant needs and problems are 
security , uncontrollable behavior, 
vocational training and emotional 
stress. 
The committee recommended 
part time care facilities be pro­ 
vided to meet the needs of the 
two in 10 that have no fruitful 
leisure time activities. 
This would provide companion­ 
ship for the retardate and re­ 
lieve the strain of caring for the 
retarded child which would give 
parents more time to care for 
other children. 
The rates of family disorgani­ 
zations were higher for waiting 
list families than for the normal 
population. Counseling, the study 
group felt, could help overcome 
this problem. 
Also learned was that 36 per 
cent of the guardians claimed 
their own health problems inter­ 
fered with their ability to care for 
the retardate and 40 per cent con­ 
sidered the applicant’s needs over­ 
tax ed their phy sical abilities. 
The committee recommended 
homemaker services as a remedy 


fo r this hardship. 
The groups recommended full 
use of ex isting services and a co­ 
ordination of resources to care 
for the 640 (44 per cent) appli­ 
cants with phy sical handicaps. 
Public health nurses were re­ 
quested to give guidance in den­ 
tal hy giene to the 35 per cent of 
the waiting list people who did 
not practice d e n t a l hy giene 
(brushing of teeth and check up 
by dentists). 
Seventy per cent of the appli­ 
cants do not have routine dental 
checks and 30 per cent were in 
need of dental care. 
Forty per cent of the applicants 
are in need of up-to-date immuni­ 
zations, the group reported. 
The study group also recom­ 
mended that doctors be given spe­ 
cial help in learning the programs 
of retardation, services available 
and agencies to which to refer 
parents. The study indicated that 
the family doctor is the person 
most often sought out by the 
families of retarded children.
